There doubtless are many people who 
wonder why the American Legion 
should maintain an extragovernmental 
organization to insure for the disabled 
the just care and treatment already 
provided for them by a grateful nation 
through governmental agencies. Such 
wonder, at first natural, should vanish 
on consideration of a few facts. 

The code of laws known as the vet- 
erans’ act is not a perfect instrument. 
The American Legion, which largely 
was instrument&l in securing its wWop- 
tion, 
its rehabilitation service toward discov- 
ery and clearing up of inconsistencies 
by interpretation and elimination of 
injustices by amendment.

ETROIT, Mich., March 21. — 
[Special.] — Entering the third 
month of the year, leaders in 

the automotive industry have 
every reason to be encouraged over 
the outlook. Manufacturers are well 
fortified for any possible condition, 
from a buyers’ strike to an unlooked 
for demand: They are not anticipat- 
ing anything resembling a slump, but 
to the contrary they are satisfied that. 
they are about to enter equally as 
busy a season as any yet experienced. 
Daily and weekly increase of labor 
in practically every plant is a never 


failing barometer of existing condi- 
tions. Some plants are already on 
capacity production and others are 
steadily advancing, the result of in- 


coming orders for both immediate and | 


deferred deliveries. 

Production took a decided spurt in 
February, and figures for that short 
month both as regards individual pro- 
ducers and t®e industry as a whole 
were gratifying. Several of the in- 
dustry’s largest producers set new 
records, despite the small number of 
working days. ' 

From John N. Willys, president of 
the Willys-Overland company, comes 
a statement that the automobile indus- 
try will not be able to supply the de- 
mand made upon it during the early 
weeks of spring. He declares that, 
despite pessimistic utterances by prom- 
inent manufacturers that a saturation 
point has been reached, present con- 
ditions presage a demand that will be 
in excess of the supply that is now 
being built.

A review of production attained dur- 
ing January and February and analy- 
sis of general business conditions give 
cause for wonder at the many stories 
and rumors current during the last 
few weeks.

It is the Smyrna fig of the Mediter- 
ranean that is the incomparable speci- 
men of its kind for pur s of drying 
and packing. When it was first intro- 
duced into California, the trees grew 
luxuriantly, but the young figs would 
develop to the size of your finger tip, 
dry up, and drop off. On thousands 
of acres that had been planted not one 
fig ripened. 

The government set its experts to 
find out why. They even journeyed to 
Turkey in their quest. There they 
found a strange ceremony taking place 
in the orchards. At the season when 
the young figs were putting forth, the 
natives went into the orchards and 
strung garlands among the trees.

It is hard to stop telling what water 
does and why it is needed.to prevent 
some of the commonest of, ills. It 
washes, purges, sweeps, bathes—rids 
the body of waste which it constantly 
has. When this waste ig not removed, 
you are nervous, and irritable and ‘in 
peril. Do not let yourself dry up and 
you: will not have the colds nor any of 
the 'self-poisoning diseases. 

Prevention Rather than Cure. 

Because of that strange lack of rea- 
soning which prevents seeing that the 
things that will make the sick weil 
ought. also to keep them from being 
sick, there have been monstrous dis 
crepancies between invalid and ordi- 
nary diets. Three-quarters of the items 
prepared for the invalid are liquid or 
that is what the books on invalid cook- 
ery would lead one to conclude. More 
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and jalape. Invalids. were » given cups 
of camomile tea for “ liver complaints,” 
and “composing draughts” effective 
enough in some cases to have composed 
them forever.

By many he is considered the 
greatest living pianist, the word great- 
est being. one of the easiest to apply 
and the hardest to dislodge in the Eng- 
lish language. Never was it, however, 
used with more justice than when de- 
scribing M. Cortot. Even the most dis- 
passionate and unmusical of his audi- 
ence that night became fired by the 
splendor of his playing. The rtrains of 
the Con da Camera of Vivaldi and 
of Chopin's Polonaise surged about the 
Casino's green ballroom, now 
to softest sounds dripping the 
player’s fingera, now thundering into 
thrilling strains that sounded as if one 
were in a roomful of pianos all being 


It was a wonderful exhfbition of skill 
end art and understanding of music 
and what the composers wanted to re- 
veal in thelr writings. I never saw 
such an extraordinary muscle develop- 


ment on any human hand as that on ~ 


Cortot’s. The muscle on the outer 
edge of each hand seems a second 
hand or a sinuous sac that inflates &nd 
deflates as the music grows loud or 
soft. It is evidently the source of his 
tremendous power and also controls the 
deftest, softest touch of his fingers, 
He is a remarkable man and one with 
a strong and interesting personality.

Coming Our Way.

failure. Mr. Kohlisaat asked him what 
was the name of the piece, and when 
Mr. Arliss said it was “ The Prime Min- 
ister,”” inquired what prime minister 
was it. 

“ Disraeli,” replied Mr. Arliss. 

“Then why not call it ‘ Disraeli’ ? 
Every one knows who Disraeli was, 
but mo one cares particularly about 
prime ministers here.” He continued

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The seed—the kernel in the nut, the 
pip in the apple—comes from the fruit, 
and the fruit is the end of the flower. 
So it is the flower that is concerned 
with ‘the reproduction of the higher 
plants. 


What is a flower? If we examine a 
buttercup or a lesser celandine we 
find, tothe outside a number—five or 
more—of green scales, the sepals (to- 
gether ‘forming the calyx), which in 
the bud protect the delicate internal 
parts and afterwards steady the full 
blown flowers. Then comes the co- 
rolla of bright yellow petals, Inside 
the corolla are numerous stamens, 
each with a stalk or filament bearirig 
a head, the anther, which contains the 
polien. In the center are many small 
green grains, the carpels, in each of 
which is an ovule, or possible seed, 
containing an egg cell. 


The shape, color, number, and ar- 
rargeroent of these parts vary greatly 
from flower to flower, and on the floral 
characters the classification of the 
flowering plants is largely based. In 
many flowers some of the parts are 
wanting or are greailly altered in ap- 
pearance. In the tulip the calyx, like 
the corolla, is brightly colored, and the 
carpels, three in number, are united 
to form an ovary containing many) 
ovules. This union of the carpels oc 
curs, too, in the poppy, foxglove, and 
many others. In the grasses the calyx 
and corolla are absent or represented 
by minute scales; the work of protec- 
tion is taken over by small green 
leaves which correspond to the three 
leaves which stand out below the flow- 
er of the anemone. In the hazel there. 
are flowers with stamens only, gath- 
ered in golden drooping catkins, and 
flowers with an ovary only, grouped 
in buds, each crowned with a tuft of 
crimson filaments. In the willow the 
two kinds of flower grow on sepa”ate 
bushes.

Before’ the ovule can develop :nto 
a seed, the egg cell it contains must 
be fertilized by the pollen. The pollen 
is received on the stigma, a moist re- 
ceptive surface, sometimes borne on 
a long style, as in the sage, some- 
times sessile on ovary, as in the 
tulip.

Such refinements are especially 
characteristic of those highly special- 
ized flowers which, like the sage, the 
orchids, the toad flax, and the broom, 
possess bilateral symmetry. This per- 
mits of the formation of -a landing 
stage for heavy insects, and also leads 
to adaptations which keep the visitor 
to.one path. These adaptations are 
well fitted to secure cross pollination, 
which is advantageous as regards both 
quantity and quality of seed. Insect 
pollinated flowers are not always 
bright. Thus the cuckoo pint attracts 
flicos by a-carrion stench, perhaps also 
by the lurid purple of the club of its 
flowering axis.

among the female flowers by a circle 
of hairs (modified stamens) inside the 
base of the hood.

There are fruite, for example, the 
banana, which ripen without pollina- 
tion. There are even cases, like the 
brambles and the hawkweeds, where 
the sexual has been so com- 
pletely dispensed with that seeds are 
formed without fertilization. ‘But usual- 
ly pollination is a necessary prelimi- 
nary to fruit and seed preducticn alike.

Wind Pollination. 


In wind pollinated plants the adapta- 
tions run on different lines. The pol- 
len is dustlike and is produced in enor- 
mous quantities, for the chances of a 
grain borne in the air reaching the 
stigma of a flower of its own 
species are remote. The grains are 
amall and light; in the pine they are 
provided with two little bladders, the 
better to float in the air. Conspicuous 
corollas are useless; they would even 
be a hindrance, catching the flying pol- 
len and preventing it reaching the 
stigma. The corolla has almost en- 
tirely disappeared, the wind flower is 
small and inconspicuous, The sta- 
mens hang far out of the flower on 
siender filaments, dangling in the alr, 
shaken by every gust. The stigmas, 
too, protrude—the crimson filaments,

Dried up, its vital activities are re 
duced to a minimtmm; its close textured 
coats protect it; it can resist tempera- 
tures far below any occurring in the 
coldest winter; it can withstand con- 
siderable heat; many seeds preserve 
their life for decades. The seed can 
carry the plant over the most unfavor- 
able conditions of nature; for many 
plants it is the only resting and resist- 
ant stage.
